New Diggings — Great Excitement. 
$7e TO TUB I'-A.lSr 1 

Tlie eteanier Oiler arrived last evening 
from Fraser Kiver, Lfiivging 20 passongersj 
the e.\pres.s, aiid a small amount in gold 
dust. The news is of the most importarvt 
and cheering nature, and perfectly reliable. 

It seems that Keilhley, Goo. Weaver, luiJ 
McDonald & Co., all well known prospect- 
ers, in the latter part of December last, 
started on a prospecting tour to the upper 
Cariboo country. The snow at that time 
was from seven to eiylit ffet deup, iiiid ihey 
traveled with siiow-shoes. Abuut sixieeii 
miles above llio highest point woiktnl b^' ihe 
miners last year on tli« Norili Fork of ititi 
Quesneliii, ihey c-;iinc across a ."inall slreaiii 
making in to the NoiUi Fo^rk. They (isfend- 
ed this Blream some disianeo, and com- 
menceJ to prospect. They shoveled away 
the deep snow, and dug a hole a few feet 
deep in the bank of the creek. ^ After reach- 
ing the bed-raclc they washed a pan of tlie 
dirt and obtained twenty/ve dollars ! Sub- 
aequenlly, upoa washing a •econd pan of 
the dirt, they obtained sEVirNTy-PirE ui>i,- 

The party put up notices and returned to 
the Forks of Qiiesnulle, whern they told 
their story and exhibited the goM ihcy had 
obtained. A general rush was the conse- 
quence. Men with twenty-live-dollars-a- 
day clai-r.s, •owners of ditclus, winy-dums, 
etc., at which tliey had worked all wi.iterto 
place in rmininK order, abandoned ihcm, 
(they could not find purchasers) and Blarted 
far the new di^'gings. TraJora also became 
infected with the fever nnd many lost no 
time in closing their stores "and followed 
the miners to tlfenew diggings; 

At last accounts, many had arrived on 
the ground and were employed in staking 
ont claims preparatory to setting to work. 
Trouble had arisen between the miner.s in 
regard to the size of the claims, and Mr. 
Ni^nd had been icnt for to settle the diffi- 
culty. 

The news of this great disc .very reached 
Cayoosh by Charles Brown's p.i-k-traui, 
and caused much eu-itenuMil there, as wtfll 
us at Lylioii.
